Elections 

For the 2017 Municipal Elections, a second candidate filing presentation and petition 
circulating workshop was conducted by Clerk staff on November 5th. 

Candidate filing for Los Angeles citywide offices, odd-numbered Council District seats and 
even-numbered LAUSD and LA Community College District seats began on November 7. As 
of Wednesday, November 9, Clerk staff assisted 65 potential candidates. 

Council and Public Services 

The electronic speaker card kiosk system went operational at the Tuesday, November 8,2016 
Council meeting. The system was used by 102 people submitting 155 electronic speaker 
cards. There were no glitches and Council was very complimentary. 

Business Improvement Districts 

With ballot results of 75.35% in favor and 24.65% opposed, the Council adopted the 
Ordinance of Establishment for the proposed Venice Beach Business Improvement District on 
November 9, 2016.
